HONOR OF U 8. IN EYES 
OF EUROPE IS AT STAKE 


President Wilson Will Himself Urge 
Repeal of Panama Canal Tolls 
Act Before Congress. 


Washington, aMreh 4,—President 
Wilson will personally address a joint 
session of Congress Thursday, advo- 
cating the repeal of the clause in the 
Panama Canal Act, which exempts 
American caostwise shipping from the 
payment of tolls, 

White House officials have arrang- 
ed with the majority leaders in both 
houses for a joint session at 12,30 p.m, 
Thursday. The President has pre- 
pared a brief address, in which he 
sets forth his opinion that Congress 
should reverse itself and keep the ob- 
gations of the Hay-Pauncefote 
treaty, which he believes were violat- 
ed by the Panama Canal Act. 

The President holds that the na- 
tional honor of the American people is 
at stake and that Eurepean nations 
should not be allowed to get the im- | 
pression that treaties made by the 
American government are not adher- | 
ea to both in letter and in spirit. The 
exemption clause, he points out, was 
passed on the assumption that while 
the Hay-Pauncefote tre@y guaranteed 
equal treatment to all nations in the 
matter of tolls, the document was to 
be interpreted as meaning all mations 
except the United States.
